quick to see and seize upon these advantages. 
They ire far and away the leaders over all 
others investors in this great South American 
industry. Their engineers, chemists and busi- 
ness managers have perfected it to a marvel- 
ous degree. The frozen meats sent to Europe 
and other countries in ship loads along with 
leather and fleeces go far toward feeding, 
clothing and'shoeing the world. 


It is roughly estimated, dispatches from 


Montevideo say, that the South American in- 
vestments of the packers which the govern- 
ments and the native cattle men now propose 
to take over and pay for by making local and 
foreign loans, total one hundred million dol- 
lars. 


Since the ancient excuses of "manana" 


and "it can't be done" have been scrapped by 
bold and resourceful North Americans who 
are turning out better and cheaper products, 
no doubt at substantial profit, there is little 
question that one hundred million dollars or 
whatever the price may be, can be raised. 
European governments and investors doubt- 
less will encourage the plan if, indeed, they arc 
not the secret plotters promoting it. 


There is much more involved than the di- 


rect profits of the packing business which 
come to the United States, for under present 
control citizens of this country hold the lucra- 
tive 'positions in these industries and the own- 
ers buy their expensive machinery, equipment 
and supplies of manufacturers in the United 
States. The profits, the good jobs and this in- 
cidental trade are sought by covetous govern- 
ments and combinations that planned nothing, 
dared nothing, developed little or nothing 
themselves.1 


Of course the present owners might re- 


fuse to sell, but then, again, they might not 
refuse, having in mind a number of things 
that unfriendly government officials have done 
and can do to foreign investors.

Ing reflected by decreasing discounf 
rates in the larger centers of finance*
